TOWN MEETING WARRANT 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Sugar Hill, County 
of Grafton, State of New Hampshire, qualified to vote 
in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Carolina Crapo 
Memorial School, Sugar Hill, N. H. Tuesday the twelfth 
day of March, 1963, A.D. at 7:30 o’clock in the afternoon 
to act on the following Articles: 


Article 1. To choose a Town Clerk, one Selectman for a 
term of one year, one Selectman for a term of two years, 
one Selectman for a term of three years, a Town Treasurer, 
a Collector of Taxes, an Auditor, an Overseer of Public 
Welfare, a Library Trustee for one year, a Library Trustee 
for two years, a Library Trustee for three years, Con- 
stable, Road Agent, and any other elective officers for 
the coming year. 


Article 2. To raise and appropriate such sums of money 
as may be necessary for Town Officers salaries, Town 
Officers expenses, Elections, Town Buildings, Social Se- 
curity, Police Department, Forest Fires, Insurance, Dam- 
ages and Legal Expenses, Health Department, Lisbon 
District Nurse, Town Dump, Town Maintenance, Summer 
and Winter, Street Lighting, General Expense of High- 
way Department, Libraries, Town poor, Old Age Assistance, 
Interest on Indebtedness, State Aid Construction, County 
Taxes, Payments on Long Term Notes and other neces- 
sary expenses. 


Article 3. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will direct a discount to 
be made to those persons who shall pay their taxes within 
a period of six (6) weeks from the date the tax rate is ap- 
proved by the Tax Commission and what per cent. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate $4,500.00 for the Sugar Hill Fire Department. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to purchase the 
Meeting House, so-called, from the Sugar Hill Improve- 
ment Association, for the sum of $6,500.00 and raise and 


appropriate $2,200.00 as payment this year and issue 
notes to said Association for $2,200.00 and $2,100.00 pay- 
able in 1964 and 1965 at no interest. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
purchase of a snowplow and sander and raise and ap- 
propriate $1,200 00 for the same. 


Article 8. To sce if the Town will vote to adopt a non- 


partisan ballot system as provided in R.S.A. Chapter 59, 
Section 73, 79-86. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the 
provisions of R.S.A. Chapter 101, to provide Town Officers 
and employees with the benefits of Social Security. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the 
Moderator to appoint a committee to assist the Selectmen 
in studying the need for revaluation of the Town by an 
outside source and report to the Town or insert necessary 
articles for the annual meeting of 1964. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the 
Moderator to appoint such committees as seem necessary 
under any article of this warrant. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to publish a list of all property valuations and 
raise and appropriate the necessary money for the same. 


Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to prepare a Town Map and raise and ap- 
propriate the necessary money for the same. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue 
as an open highway and make subject to gates and bars, 
the Crane Hill Road from residence of Alvah Russell 
(formerly Kniffen place) to residence of Joseph Cushing. 


Article 15. To transact any other business that may 
legally come before the meeting.

REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


If you have ever tried the sport of ski jumping you will 
have some idea of what it feels like to be on the Board of 
Selectmen of a brand new town. There seems to be no 
other way to learn how to do either one except listen to all 
the advice you can get, climb the hill, hold your breath, 
and take off. 


Where have we been this past year and where are we 
going? 


We started out with no money, no equipment and no 
experience but we shortly acquired all three when the 
minor floods of August washed away about a third of our 
roads. 


We purchased a secondhand Caterpillar motor road 
grader and soon after, a new GMC dump truck. With 
this equipment, Mr. Hubbard, the Highway Agent for.the 
town, has been doing a capable job of maintenance. The 
grader, we feel, has more than proved its worth, especially 
this winter while winging back snow. The truck is a slight- 
ly larger model than had formerly been used on our roads 
and we feel that it too is doing a very satisfactory job. 
The plow and sander that we are using this winter are on 
loan from the State Highway Dept. 


We were appalled at the number and expense of books, 
forms and other record-keeping paraphernalia that we had 
to purchase. We also purchased two fire-proof filing 
cabinets, one for the Town Clerk and one for the Selectmen. 


At present we are renting office space in the Carolina 
Crapo Memorial School, and we thank the school board 
and custodian for their cooperation. 


The boundary between Sugar Hill and Lisbon was 
surveyed and marked in October by Mr. Raymond Marsh- 
all assisted by Mr. Herbert Hunt of Sugar Hill. 


As most of you know we finally got around to the odious 
job of taxation and by the end of December, incredible as 
it seems, most of the taxes had been paid. 


The statutes of New Hampshire demand and the State 
Tax Commission requests, that all property be assessed 
at its full and true market value (100%). With this we 
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were in complete agreement and could see no point in 
starting a new town on any other basis than what the 
statutes demanded. Using the town of Lisbon’s 61% 
assessments as a starting point we raised all assessments to 
100%. We then reviewed each assessment individually. 
Many were merely left at the Lisbon 100% figure while 
others were either raised or lowered as we felt they should 
be. We figured the taxes according to these assessments, 
the Tax Collector sent out the bills and at that point the 
roof fell in on us. 


We’re joking of course. The complaints were loud but 
not numerous. Actually we had less than three percent 
complaints from the total number of bills sent out and as 
far as we know all complaints have been satisfactorily 
answered. 


Briefly that’s where we’ve been in 1962. Now where are 
we going in the future? 


We have done our best to design the 1963 budget to 
hold the combined town and county taxes at about the 
same level as in 1962. The budget meets our heavy 
first three year obligations, provides for operating ex- 
penses and a small amount for new equipment and other 
additions. 


We recommend the purchase of a snowplow and sander 
this year as the equipment we are presently borrowing is 
inadequate for our needs and delay in purchase might 
be false economy. 


Revaluation by an outside source is no doubt necessary 
in the near future, however, we do not feel that we have 
enough information on this expensive project, so we are 
suggesting that a committee be appointed to study the 
matter with the 1963 board of selectmen and report to 
the town for action at the 1964 annual town meeting. 


From the information we have at present it seems that 
the town’s income should increase over the next few years 
while at the same time the obligations will be decreasing. 
When the “break-even” point is reached, possibly in 1965, 
we strongly recommend the establishment by the town of 
a capital reserve fund for the purchase of new equipment. 
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We would like to suggest also that a committee be ap- 
pointed each year to assist the selectmen in preparing the 
annual report. It should be something other than just a 
dull mass of figures. 


We wish to thank all the town officers for their untiring 
efforts in this very trying first year. They have done much 
to catch up on the two hundred years of experience in 
back of most of the other town officers in New Hampshire. 


We extend our special thanks to the town officers of 
Franconia who answered what must have seemed like 
thousands of questions. 


We thank all the citizens and taxpayers of Sugar Hill 
for their patience and understanding. 


Last but far from least we must thank our good friends 
in the firm of Wyman, Bean «& Tefft for their extremely 
capable services and advice. 


As the statute which established the town of Sugar Hill 
requires that all town officers be re-elected at the annual 
town meeting in 1963 we cannot say whether we will again 
be on the Board of Selectmen. 


In closing we wish to say that it has been a pleasure, 
a privilege and a very great honor for us to have served as 
the first Board of Selectmen for the Town of Sugar Hill.

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Preventing Forest Fires Is Our Responsibility 


Costs of suppressing carelessly set outdoor fires in 
New Hampshire in 1962 cost the persons responsible 
$5,545.00. In the same period, the cost to the cities and 
towns for control of such fires for which no responsibility 
could be placed cost another $24,634.00. What utter 
waste of tax money and what shameful and needless loss 
of timber and esthetic values in the 2200 acres burned. 
Residences, farms ,and other business places were threat- 
ened with possible total destruction. 


Carelessly set man caused fires can be prevented if 
every citizen remembers his resposnibility in regard to 
any source of fires in the open. We can help to keep our 
fire loss low by remembering these simple rules: 


1. Dispose of burnable waste at the town dump. 

2. If waste or brush is to be burned on the premises, 
obtain a permit from the forest fire warden. Season- 
al permits may be issued for approved incinerators 
and sites. 

3. Burn safely by picking a clean site, avoiding dry 
windy weather and preferably burning late in the 
day. 

4. Have something to keep the fire under control — 
pails of water, garden hose, sprinkling can, broom 
for grass fires or shovel will help. 

5. Be sure your fire is dead out before you leave it. 

6. If the fire gets out of control or if you see a fire out 
of control, report promptly to your warden or fire 
department. Continue to fight it until help arrives. 


There is a pontential danger when matches fall into 
the hands of children. It is never too early for parents 
to instill in the child’s mind a respect for fire. 


Keep our town safe from fire. In 1962 we had no fires.
